On 03/05/12 at approx 0331 Police were dispatched to a call In reference a Burglary in progress located at^^^^^^^^^l Dispatch advised that someone 
was in the residence. The caller stated thaUhaTjA group of known people where in the residence, one threatened to stab another with a knife. When Police 
knocked on the door it was answeredby^^^^H She was on the phone talking to 91 1 . As Police entered the residence Police couid hear female voices In 
some sort of unknown commotion, ^■^■pointed upstairs and said that the situation was up there. Police started up the stair case and observed a W/M 
wearing a dark blue shirt and blue Jeans standing in the doorway of the first doorway on-top of the staircase. When Poiice made eye contact he turned back 
Into the room and shut the door. Police announced, "Seattle Policel" Just then Police heard a group of girls start screaming. Poiice ran to the top of the 
staircase and deployed on the door. The girls were still screaming. Just then the suspect (later ID as Robert Hitt) reopened the door and said that he was only 
going to "Rob" them. Police ordered the suspect to the ground, and he was placed in handcuffs. Police found 6 girls in the bedroom that Mr. Hitt had just come 
out of. Several of the girls were bound in either electrical tape of duct tape. Once the girls were unbound they were led downstairs to be interviewed. Police 
recovered a knife from Mr. Hitt's pants pocket and placed it on the hood of the patrol vehicle. Mr. Hitt was toid that he was being audio/video recorded. He 
said, "Ya, I Know." At approx 0340 Mr. Hitt was read his Miranda Rights. When Police inquired about the incident he said that he came to the very first house 
and decided to "Rob it" for beer money. Police then removed two cell phones from Mr. Hitt's pants pocket, and he stated that he took them from the victims. 
When asked why he took them, Mr. Hitt replied, "so they couldn't call the police." He also admitted to binding the victims. He was then placed in the back of a 
patrol car. 



Based on statements gathered from listening to the victims, the suspect smashed out the window of the Southside closet window; he crawled through the - 
window; and ordered ali the girls at knife point into one of the upstairs bedrooms. As he was moving the victims into the bedroom, he put his hands one one of 
the victim's buttocks. He then used electrical tape to bind their hands together. When he ran out of electrical tape he started to use electrical wire but one of 
the victims said that she had duct tape. Mr. Hitt then used the duct to bind the others. Mr. Hitt then told one of the victims to get undressed. The victim got 
halfway undressed and Mr. Hitt bound her hands. Mr. Hitt then took her clothes completely off leaving her naked. Two of the roommates were not confronted 
by Mr. Hitt, and they were the two that called 91 1 . Police arrived shortly after the 91 1 call was made, and before Mr. Hitt could do anything else. 



Mr. Hilt was taken to the North Precinct, and later booked into the King County Jail.
